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The  object  of  this,  the  twenty- fourth  annual  Directory  of  Offi- 
cials and  Organizations  Concerned  with  the  Protection  of  Birds  and 
Game,1  is  to  present  in  convenient  form  the  addresses  of  officials  and 
organizations  from  whom  information  may  be  obtained  concerning 
game  conditions  and  laws  for  the  protection  of  wild  life.  It  shows 
the  organization  and  personnel  of  such  departments  and  the  publica- 
tions issued  by  each. 

Legislative  changes  affecting  administrative  organizations  oc- 
curred in  four  States.  In  Idaho  the  fish  and  game  bureau,  under 
the  department  of  law  enforcement,  was  made  a  separate  department, 
and  the  term  of  office  of  the  warden  was  reduced  from  six  to  two 
years.  In  Tennessee  the  department  of  game  and  fish  was  made  a 
division  of  game  and  fish  under  the  department  of  agriculture,  the 
warden  to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  with  the

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approval  and  consent  of  the  governor.  In  Wisconsin  the  conserva- 
tion commission  was  reorganized  and  placed  in  charge  of  a  single 
commissioner.  In  Pennsylvania  the  terms  of  the  commissioners  were 
increased  from  three  to  six  years. 

National  organizations  added  to  the  directory  are  the  Associated 
Mountaineering  Clubs  of  North  America,  interested  in  the  con- 
servation of  wild  life  (organized,  1916),  the  International  Com- 
mittee for  Bird  Protection  (organized,  1923),  and  the  Izaak  Walton 
.league  of  America  (organized,  1922). 

State  organizations,  eight  in  number,  were  added  to  the  directory, 
all  newly  organized,  except  as  indicated,  as  follows:  The  Alabama 
Fishermen  and  Hunters'  Association;  the  Illinois  Game  Protective 
Association;  the  Louisiana  Sportsmen's  League;  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Fish  and  Game  League  (reorganized)  ;  the  North  Carolina 
Game  and  Fish  Development  League;  the  Central  Pennsylvania 
Game  Conservation  Association  (organized,  1921) ;  the  Tennessee 
State  Game  Protective  Association;  and  the  Association  of  Shenan- 
doah Valley  Game  and  Fish  Protective  Clubs,  of  Virginia. 

The  following  organizations  have  gone  out  of  existence  since  the 
last  directory  was  issued :  The  National  Educators  Conservation  So- 
ciety ;  the  Washoe  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Association,  of  Nevada  ; 
the  North  Dakota  State  Game  Protective  Association;  and  the  Ore- 
gon Sportsmen's  League. 

Enforcement  of  game  laws2  in  45  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii  is 
intrusted  to  game  commissioners,  wardens,  or  other  State  officers; 
in  Florida  and  Mississippi  to  county  wardens ;  in  North  Carolina  to 
the  State  Audubon  Society  and  county  wardens ;  and  in  the  District 
of  Columbia  to  the  Metropolitan  police.  Several  international  and 
national  organizations  are  interested  in  the  protection  of  birds  and 
game,  and  State  associations  and  many  local  organizations  cooperate 
in  the  work  of  protecting  game  in  42  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii. 
Twenty-six  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  have  Audubon  so- 
cieties organized  especially  for  the  study  and  protection  of  nongame 
birds. 

Prompt  notification  of  any  errors  or  changes  in  addresses  appear- 
ing in  this  directory  should  be  communicated  to  the  Bureau  of  Bio- 
logical Survey,  in  order  that  lists  may  be  kept  current  in  the  depart- 
ment and  that  necessary  corrections  may  be  made  in  the  next  edition.
